THERMAL DIFFUSION — A PROSPECTUS 


I, Background 

A. Definition -- Given a ndjcture of two gases In motion 
between a hot and a cold wall, there will ho set up a 
considerable difference In the relative concentrations 
of the two gases at the top and the bottom of the ap- 
paratus. If the mixture at either or both ends of the 
equipment is regularly taken off then there results 
what is known as the "thermal diffusion - siphoning" 
effect* The rate of circulation of the gas mixture 
must be such that it is well below the critical value 
•for the Reynold’s Number, l.e,, so that no turbulence 
result -- otherwise a considerable amoimt of re- 
mixing may occur* 

Thermal diffusion in the case of liquids is 
known as the Soret effect and occurs whether or not 
the liquid is in motion, 

B. Historical -- The phenomenon of thermal diffusion 

was first discovered theoretically by Enskog of Sweden 
in 1911 and independently by Chapman In England in 1917. 
Later in the same year Chapman and Dootson gave the 


first experimental proof of thermal diffusion. It was 
Chapman who first suggested (1919) the use of thermal 
diffusion in the separation of isotopes but this idea 
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was ridicules( by Mulllken who concluded that It could 
not compete with other methods* As a result, except 
for such theoretical work as was done b^ Chapman up 
until 1932, the utilisation of thermal diffusion was 
completely neglected by physicists till 1938 when It 
was revived again by Cluslus and plckel In Germany 
and then In America by Brewer and Bramley and a ‘nuttnber 
of other investigators. 

The so-called Soret effect for liquids was really 
first observed by Ludwig in Germany in 1856; it was 
reported in Prance by Soret twenty-five years later, 

II, Theory 

‘Futtj, Jones, and Onsager (Reference I) believe that 
"No simple theory can give an aocoimt of thermal diffusion; 
neither its existence nor its sign can be derived from 
elementary considerations. Its presence can be understood 
only be a detailed consideration of the equations of 
transport in a gas.* However, Frenkel (physical Review 
57:661) and Gillespie (Ibid. 61:388) have proposed 
reasonable simple explanations; these considerations 
can be used to give a correct estimate of the value of 
the thermal diffusion constant. 

Brewer and Bramley (Physical Review 57:359) give as 
a general description of the actions that give rise 

to thermal diffusion: 

a. Difference in mass ( theraal or initial diffusion).

b, Kass action of gas similar to convection ctirrent. 


c. Slight concentration due to Langnrulr film. 


d. The radii of the two molecules. 


Not all mixtures can be separated as the coefficient 


of thermal diffusion vanishes when the mode of interaction, 
the radii, and the masses of the two sets of molecules are 


all equal. 


All theoretical efforts to explain the Soret effect 


in liquids have been completely unsuccesful. 


III. Description of Apparatvis 


Essentially all that Is needed are two concentric 


cylinders, the inner one heated and the outer one cooled. 


moxinted in a vertical position, with reservoirs at the 


top and bottom communicating with the annular apace be* 


tween the cylinders where convection and diffusion take 


place. In most cases the lighter molecules will concen- 


trate toward the top of the apparatus. 


Clusius and Dickel ran a heated wire up the axis of 


a long vertical hollow tube into which was put the gas 


mixture to be separated; using a 50^ Helium and SO^Bromlne 


mixture, the two gases were separated in a matter of min- 


utes in a tube only three feet long. 


In addition to Reference I, thermal diffusion equip- 


ment is described by Taylor and Gockler (Reference 2) and 


Nler and Bardeen (Reference 3), Apparatus for thermal 


^;9(Qi>VK-*-2iir^£±A 
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diffusion in liquids is detailed by Gillespie and Breck 
(Reference 4) and by Carr (Physical Review 61*726 and 
J, Chemical Physics 12:349). 

One very significant feature of the apparatus for 
thermal diffusion in gases is ttiat an annular spacing of 
0.7 cm. seems to work best of all. 

The Inner tube is usually heated by Kichrome wire 
but any other means such as steam or Dowtherm can probably 
be used much more effectively on an industrial scale. 

Thermal Diffusion 

It is proposed to utilize thermal diffusion to in- . 
crease the concentration of O 2 to from the normal 21^^ 
up to 60 or 805(. This enriched oxygen can then be ixsed 
for any oxidation process such as the manufacture of 
sulfuric acid from sulfur and the manufacture of nitric 
acid from ammonia. The saving in size of equipment, power, 
and overall efficiency would be Incalculable. 

Other proposed fields of investigation would be: 

a. Recovery of CO 2 from stack gases: if the ordinary 
14?f by volume CO 2 concentration could be raised 

to say 40 or 60J^, then this process can be made 
feasible, 

b. Separation of azeotropic liquid mixtures, part- 
icularly such as ethanol-water and the bothersome 
methanol -other solvents azeotrope. 
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c. separation of liquid mixtures with close boiling 
points such as the xylols. 

d. Concentration of the end products of the butauol- 
acetone-ethanol fermentation. These occur in a 
total of only 2 to 3 grams of solvent per .100 cc, 
of beer and the cost of distillation is neces- 
sarily high. 

e. Separation of traces of ln 5 >urities from llg;uids, 
such as thiophene in benzene. 

This list is only a hint as to what can actually be 
done by the application of thermal diffusion. 

V , ConcluaioDS 

While nothing as yet has appeared in the literature 
regarding the application of thermal diffusion to. an in- 
dustrial process, still, in order to be on the safe side 
it must be assumed that such work Is being investigated. 
It is certain, however, that the first person to submit 
pilot plant proofs of definite applications to industry 
will be in a key position in a new and potentially vast 
field.

of him again Tunneling Information through me to the So\'iet Union, 
mis information, I understood, was to cover the various processes 
on which was doing design work for the Kendrick Manufacturing 

CoEpany. 

I have stated the phrase, "on which RTiOTtSlA!; was doing design 
work" because, f roc his conversation, I gathered that he was in complete 
charge of all design work at the Hendrick Company, The rest of thg 
conversation, and as I have said, this was a quite lengthy one, con- 
cerned BHOTHIL' J[ \himseir. There was a good deal of backgrorund material, 
including the fact that ha had won a scholarship, a Kar’oess scholarship, 
to Columbia University, at I believe, the age of U- It also included 
the story that one of his uncles, on, I believe, his cot.her*s side, was 
B-upposed to have gotten him a scholarship for the City College of New 
York, but had refused to use any influence to do so. Then re- 

lated with great pride and satisfaction the fact that in a competitive 
examlnation^he had,^ wound up first, and had obtained the coveted Kark- 
ness scholarship, which not only included tuition to Columbia College, 
tut also included maintenance, books, and possibly son- additional funds. 

There was soma talk about EkOTHkAI." 's daughter, who Wc.s th'-n not 


Eueh more than an infant. This child I oieaoverad to be nLSA. :2iis 
I believe, covers the extent of the natters discussed during ny first 
n6®tlns irith ABE BROTKIAN. 

As I have stated before, I told that I was a chemist 

and told him that my name was FRA^K IS^LER, but I did not toll him 
Tfhara I lived except to indicate that it was not in New York City, 
nade arrangements, or rather I set the arrangement for a second meeting. 
This was to take place in Child's Hestaorant on Columbus Circle, the 
west side of Columbus Circle, that is. It was to be approximately 6: DO 
P.E., and was to take place, I believe, on Thursday or -riday of the 
weak following ovr first meeting. This second meeting took place, but 
BROTHIAN was about an hour and a half late. During this time, I niade 
several calls to his office at the Hendrick Company, I knew that they 
ware in the downtown part of New York City, sotae where arorond Church Street. 

I neglected to state that on the occasion of the first meeting, 
BRDTfDiAN gave me the phone number of ^ Hendrick Company, which ^ be- 
lieve, was Barclay 9 - sooe thing, 

I made two, possibly three calls to BROIUKA!,' at the office, on 
each of which occasion, he said that he was leaving ImDediately and 
would be up to Child’s within Z) minutes. Finally, he did arrive, as 
T have stated, about an hour and a half late. I was a little bit 
irritated by this tlcB because I did not like the attention which the 
waiter and waitresses in Child's were paying to me. Daring this period 
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I consuo^d several drinks and had a very anack, Vihen RlC’lH-lAJs 

did arrive, ha did not apologize, but did not rake anj*" in.:iuiry con- 
cerning the reason whj* he was late. I had been told by SAL "to go very 
easy with this nan and not to antagonize hin^ as others in t.ne past had 
gotten into quite violent arganents with him on the subject of his 
tardiness * 

I had reported th? results of ray September meeting with ASS 
to SllL, and I had been tnstraeted that on the occasion of the second 
meeting, that I was to give RlOTHl'AN a list, believe, of 

various subjects in which the fiovlets werre interested* I can not re- 
call any of the details of this list, but in addition to this there was 
the matter of cleaning up a good deal of the material i^Lch he had 
previously given to HnUEN, but in a very fragsentary form* I told 
BROiHiiA.'.' about this matter, but he did not seen too receptive { he hardly 
even nodded agreeiiont, Ihe principal subject matter of the second 
conversation had to do with his difficult^in working for Kendrick, and 
also paradoxically, again hcjw glad he was to know me so that he could 
again begin giving irXormstion, • He did promise that on the occasion 
of the third meeting that he would have information for eb, Lhat this 
information was to be, 1 cannot now recall. Hiis, I believe covers the 
subject natter of cuy second meeting with k'iS^. BROTfCiAN, 

There is one thing that I haira on ny mind relative to -the first 
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conversation with BRorrfiyj: in S3ptG!i'ber, and that was the fact tJiat I 
told BROi'KLlA.’v that the power of the Gaman Arn;/ now sweeping, at that 
tire, throagh Russia was not to be underestimatedj that here was probably 
the greatest offensive force that the world ever had seen. I raentlon 
this point because I wanted to point up to ABB the necessity for ob- 
taining information for the Soviet Lnion, particularly information of 
military value. kW. agreed with as as far as the striking power of 
the leraan i.rry went, and said that he was glad to see that here was 
someone who did not brag as did the Daily Tiorksr of the victories of 
the Soviet forces, whou actually they were being driven back on all fronts. 
}In connection with Jihls statement, there also occurs to re the fact 
which I have previously not mentioned, and that is that KiD:HiA,N often 
used to ask me for the true story or "inside dope" on what was really 
happening on the Russian - German front. He evidently believed, and 
I let him go on thinking so, that I had sources higher up of insido 
Infornatlon. To continue for a moment on this sub;5ect of inside infor- 
nation, 1 had been told by SAi' that under all clrcurjstancsi I was to 
be in charge of any activity with BHOlffiiyf, and that I was to pretend 
to know *no matter what question Br.OTHLIAK asked me or whatever subject 
BRorsniy; brought up. This was the reason that I permitted mOTKlki: to 
thLnk that ~ had known, both JOHS and VEL^, when he first asked eb 
about them on the occasion of our first ceetLog. 

Our third c»eting took ;iace about a week or ten days after ' 
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the second neeting, and occurred near Dey and Church Streets, hev 
York City. I believe that I was waiting in front of a closed cafeteria 
on iby Street, on the southeast corner, but a little further along on 
Street. I had great difficulty in caking this Eestin-* sines it 
was set for about 7:30, bat 1 did get there froD Philadelphia or. tire. 
BP01H.1A:; did not show and did not show up for fully two ho’urs. ^»lien 
b? did cone down, it was close to 10;00 o'clock, and he did rot have 
any Infornatlon with hin. V/hen J asked hie about this, he said that 
he had been tied up in the ofiice and there were still peopls^^^}4 
could not bring it down to me, bat he procised defLnitely that he would 
have this tnforiaation on the occasion of our next meeting. I cannot 
recall the occasion of our fourth see ting, that is, the exact place. 

I do not believe that it was the same corner where I had met him the 
third time because I had waited there so long that it was against all 
my principles, and the things that f had been taught by oAl. and the pre- 
ceding Soviet agents as a i®ans of procedure, but I met him soaewhere 
in that area. It is possible that it was a little to the west on Jey 
Street, that is, the first street over from Church Street. He did have 
material for me that time, but this turned out to be a sirrle blueprint; 
I ttcy havn since identified this blueprint. It concerned a piece of 
mixing equipment. Either that evening or a few dajnB subsequent, I 
turned t.ni;. material o;«r to SAl', and on the occasion of Ef'- next iieet- 
Ing with SAl., received a verbal dressing dotm because of Ihe fact that 
the material was fragmentary in nature, and was totally valueless, with- 
out a description of the process to which it pertained. 


On the occasion of, I irould say somewhere between the fifth 
and the seventh nieettngs with BrOTKlIA!^, 1 again received material 'sthich 
I believe I have since identified as a thousand gallon water cooled 
resin kettle, Bianufactured for the dynvar Company of 'ii'ilrincton, 
Delaware. On this occasion, I took the precaution of firsu inspect- 
ing the material and determined that as it stood, it was completely 
valueless, and as a matter of fact, there was the possibility that even 
had a full description of the process be given pertaining to this par- 
ticular resin, it would not have been material which could not ha'JB been 
obtained from any textbook on chemical engineering. Therefore, I did 
not t'urn this material over, but kept it in sy hoiae. I did tell SALi, 
however, of the nature of the information that BROTHliA.1.’ had tried to 
give EJB, and SAit continued to hammer away at me that I must get him 
to conform to our regular rules of procedure. 

It should be noted in this connection that the previaus person, 
ALFRED .'jU^CK, with whom I had dealt from the fall of 1940 on, and whom 
I Tra.3 even now seeing, was of an entirely different nature as far as 
punctuality, value of the material which he gave me, and the complete- 
ness of the information supplied. As a result, 1 was more or le ss at a 
complete loss for ways of how to handle BROTHLiAIt', /tlso, in this period, 
which is early December, there was one^and possibly two meetings ^during 
wh'ch B'vOT'HUAN did not show up at all, and during which calls to the 
office elicited information that he was either out of torn or was 
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- wo'Jld hav- to cone to an end, lie was extrecely irritated by this and 
told m that V7hile he realised that I was being pron^jted to do ttds by 
the ^viets, that they were a bunch of fools, and they did not real-'afl 
how mch valuable infomation he had already given then, and they also 
did not realize to what extent he was being pressed to complete work 
at the Hendrick Conpany. Ke was extrenely vehenant about this and I 
was sonewhat ta}»n aback. Ln connection with this valuable info motion 
he Dentloned that he had previously handed over, I believe to JJZ: ^ 
a turbine of engine for aircraft, and also inl’ornation on one of 

the earliest ;5eep nodsls which had beer designed by him for the Hendrick 
Company, and by the Hendrick Ccaapany in turn, for the U.S, Government. 

At the end of this tine, or this tirade, he cooled down soasi^at and 
fLnally said, "life 11, if it is information on complete processes that 
are wanted, I have aocBthing that I am certain you people will want, 

Hight now in the office there is the complete design of a powder plant 
built by the H-ndrlck Coispany for the AUas Jowder Company.” I believe 
he gave the location as being in the South, possibly Chatar.ooga. I 
laay be mistaken as to the nans of the powder company and the nase of 
the town, but it is something similar to ,*tlas. It was a nao» which 
I had recognized because of faniliarity with the chemicals fiilS and 
the location was definitely somwhare in the South. I told SAii about 
this and he was greatly overjoyed. I had made a definite arrangement 
with EP0THI7.N to meet on the night of, I believe, tonday or Tuesday, 
possibly k'onday, the 22nd of December, 1941. This meeting was to taka 
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place at 50th Street and Lextnston Avenue, on th5 northwest corner, 
riiiht inhere the subway exit is* This is diagonally across the street 
froE one of the Loe'ie’ theatres and is near two restaurants* Tbs one 
Is a biokford restaurant and the next one is a cafeteria called the 
Park Lana which also has a bar as part of the setup. I^ext to the Park 
Lane is a Translux Theatre. 

ihe meeting with BROTHliAl’ was to take place at, I believe, 
lOtO^O o'clock. I waited until at least 10:25 because I had rads split- 
second arrangements for Dating SAH at another place. Ibis place was to 
be the trashing ton Square Express Stop of the fth Avenue or Independent 
subway system, and was to be on the platfons,on the express platform 
of the system. It was a wet, ni^t, and as I have stated 

I waited until the last minute. Then, rot trusting connections, and 
with no sign of BaOTHUAN, I took a cab. However, the cab driver got 
lost down In the Greenwich Village area and whan we finally did get to 
the Vi'ashington Square stop, it was well beyond the time i^en I was 
supposed to oeet 3Ali. I raced downstairs to the platform ;}u3t in time 
to see an express pulling out for the uptown district. There I got a 
glinpsQ of a man whom I an sure was SAk, and I believe that he turned 
his head and recognized me, I waited in great indecision until the 
next express came along and then decided to take it. I got off at the 
14th Street stop, and there, surely enough, was SAli. By this tL-e, 

I was trembling both from emotional and phj'Sical exhaustion. I teid 
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S&;.' and he said, "Nothing doing?" and I said, "No." I was going to 
launch into an excuse when he said, "Never mind," but In a TOiy kind 
earner, '.f'e then went upstairs where he asked me to wait on the comer 
of 14ih street, possibly it was 16th, where he left me* I i-cnew what he 
had last foi^ because he had maie arrangements to have a second person 
and possibly even a third waiting to take the material a^vay from him 
as quicldy us possible. I believe also that ty understanding with 
BH.D'Iiili’iJ was to have tbs material returned; that it was to be copied 
and returned that same night. BP.OiitlAIJ hai told lae that it was very 
bulky and we had anticipated thot possibly it would take throe or 
fou hours actually to cojy it. I had understood from BdOULl/di that 
this was the complete design of the plant; every last detail, including 
that of the building itself. SAil returned shortly and he took mo to 
the Ferris whael Bar which is located downstairs in the (^llar of what 
was at that time known as the Kerjry Hudson Hotel. This is on 57th ftreet 
and Ninth Avenue, and this was the first occasion that 1 recall our 
going there, though "m did so, SAt and I, on many subseq’vBnt occasions, 

Viie had several drinks, which ^ needed badl^and a sandwich because I had 
left work late and had gotten nothing to eat on the way, SAi, in general, 
was very conciliatory and I was relieved that i had managed to at least 
get in touch with him so that no more than one person was tept siting, 
ky next meeting with BROTHIIA!^ took place after Christoas, and 
at this tins, f do not recall what excuse, if ary, he gave ns for not ■ 
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giving EB the inTorcation on the Atlas Powder Company or for not 
keeping his tseeting, I believe that it may have been that he Tfas out 
in the laiddle nest, in A>a*on, Ohio, and at this tine he told ne that 
he was in possession of conplete inforration on the nanafact'jre of 
Buna-P, « synthetic rubber, he also told ne that not only was he in 
possession of conplete information, but that he had the corrsiete design 
material, and he told me that he would have this niaterial ready for 
lae or. the first of January 1942. TThen I told JAi about this, ha was 
highly elated because, I believe that one of the things on the list 
which I had given BR0THIA.!< verbally, on the occasion of, 1 helieVD, 

O'JT second meeting, was Buna— 5. SAL' and I made ajrrangenents to meet 
on the afternoon, early in the afternoon, of New lear's day, 1942. I 
cane to 2ey and Qiurch StreelP on the morning of Kew Tear's da^', and 
again I waited, possibly an hour and a half, or two hours, for AiF., 
and when he finally did cqsb down from the Hendrick’s offices, he had 
nothing with him, but he did tell zos that he had been up working ail 
night on Buna— S, and that some errors In the calculations which other 
people in the offices had nado, had come to his attention, and as a 
result, because he wanted the information to be very complete and 
correct, he was unable to have the information for oe. I remerabar this 
occasion very clearly and distinctly, because it was a cold morning 
and I waited outside the Exchange Bar, i*lch imfortunately was closed, 
on **ew Tear's morning. 
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Vihen BHOTrL'At; flrxally did cone down, he drove eb "to the 
area around Fern Station, Again I recall this incident distinctly 
because he and I went up the Vi'est River ^Vive. At this tins, also, he 
prordsed that within a short tizas, that is, a Batter of a weal or so, 
he would have this information for laej that is, the cocple te design 
and process for making Bana-S synthetic rubber. During the period from 
the first of January until late in Karch 194^) ny clearest recollection 
is teat of one long series of noetL'igs with Aff5, most of which actually 
did not take place since either I was told that he was not at tha office 
and was told that he was at hcce or I was told that he was out of town 
or some other excuse was given. On several occasions, I did see him, 
but again he had some excuse whj' he didn’t have the material or idiy 
it was not readyj it always seemed to be practically complete, but never 
quite ready, I recall distinctly that in late Februaiy of 1942, in 
the course of only one week, I went four times to Kew Tork City, and 
on only one occasion did I see AEE, and this was the occasion of ay 
fourth trip. 

This was during that week, on a Friday evening. On each of 
these occasions, beca'use I was supposed to have the cosnlete Buna-S 
story, I met with SAk and I believe' also that on each occasion 3Ay had 
one, and possibly two confederates waiting so that he could turn the 
information over to them. Finally, on this Friday in February, vdian 
I again showed up enpty-handed, I told SAK in great desperation that 
BROriC'Ag had protaised to have the material for me on Saturday, the 
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foilowlng day. ^ believe that I ez. wrong, tt was to be Sunday. I 
told this to r^' and told him in a very convlnLCing isanner b?causs I, 
B^elf, was convinced of the fact that this was certainly the tine 
that I was going to have the HinB-S inforcation. At this, S/1' bs- 
cane greatly enraged and Tfiiile I do not recall the exact fjords of 
the conversation, I believe that what I am now going to say is prac- 
tically verbatimi 

Ke said, "Look here you fool, this scoundrel will not have the 
inforrjation on Simday. He won't have it next Sunday or the Sunday 
after that. I bet you that tt will be a aonth or two norths before 
you will get it j than I doubt that it will be conplste. Ke doasnH 
have it completa now; he doesn't have half of it complete; rusyb© it 
isn't even started on yet." 

■Jjhan I still protested that I would like to coce on Sunday 
even though I would not ceet him, then he said, "lhat's j^xst the point. 
Do you think I like to keep you coming up here ever single night in 
the week, practically looking like a ghost, '^Thy, you look worse than 
a ghost, you look like a sick ghost. You look like the devil." 

Ihen he became so eai%g''*d, actually not at ne but at BRO'nnifl*, 
that he was almost beside himself and actually stopped talking from the 
force of his anger. After h«» oooled down, he said, "ixwk, we are going 
to have a couple of double Scotches, and you are going to have soosthing 
to eat, ‘■o will sit there and we will talk of music and iro will talk 
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of opera* anti ire will not t^lk of that j— — — — — BROlHLA-n Tou Hill 
go hoER and rest up. Imat in the world does your aiother think of you? 

Db you realise the danger in such a procedure? khat do the people you 
work with think of you?" 

SoEB of the meetings which were to have taken place with lAlI 
actually did not taVte place until the early hours of the laorriLng* Some 
of them took place still in the evening, but on many occasions, SAH 
was unable to return until the early hcurs because of a previous oommit- 
iQsnt or arrangecent with a confederate, and as a result, ^ was actually 
exti^nely weary and exhaustedj not only mentally, but physically. 

The next event that occurred was that I told BHOTHUAK that I 
was extremely weary and that these meetings which had not taken place, 
had talan a great deal out of me, and would it not be possible for him 
to arrange it so that I could help him for a weekend or an extended 
period in which we could finish off this natter of the Buna-S, BROIS- 
ITAN agreed to this and during, I believe, the first week in Karch, we 
made an arrangement to go up so^where into the country in I«ew York 
State. Itfl were to drive up there and BROTHkAN was to take all of the 
necessary data with him and we were to put the Buna-S report in Its 
final form. BHOi'HkAK said that it was so near complete, that actually 
we would not have to tala Buch time to work, that ws could relax a bit.

-joviet ’dnlon. 

1 woiQ.d like to note here that the Buna-5 infonaation supplied 
hy BldnUAS’ concerrad a continuous process as opposed to a 
process. This meant that smaller amounts of material ware handled at 
any one particular moment, but that in spite of the decreased siao of 
the equipment the actual output w : :.t . hi -rr 24 hours was treaandously in- 
creased, and there was also a terrific saving in the taatariais of con- 
struction of the equipment and in the Eanpo*ver required to operate the 
plant. 

I would lii.8 to add ore point here, that while BROTHLIAI’ had 
succeeded in convincing me that he would still be doing work for Hendrick, 
wlian I told S’l! about this, SAL insisted that it was ;5ust a dodge on 
HIOTK'A’' *3 part.

:c 'Ira-Y-Hill Publications, such as ^hecical and fe^talurgical £:;gineering 
ar>i* 'process £rigineering"and ’'food Et.gineeringr TTiese thiree are separate 

journals* There was also a large laass of caterial consisting o^ adver- 
tising brochures of a technical nature, but which contained nudh valuabfe 
data. It all presented a verj’’ conplete story on the subject of mixing, 
mssibiy the most fundamental unit operation in chaiuical engineering, 
since all chamcal engineering processes involve at some stage or other 
the bringing together of two cmterials in as intimate a contact as 
possible so that as complete a reaction ^may take place and without t}» 
production of any undesirable by-products. 

I weald like to state here that it was in general, ZlL:*3^anii 
not only SAi's, but the policy of all. of the Soviets that I have known, 
never to accept an individual’s work on its own merits, V.hat they were 
interested in, and this will be repeated again and again, wss an«.u3tri&l 
and technical information of such a nature that it was already in use 
in a plant or was dssigjned for use in a plant wh?ch was being erected, 
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£.i:i X^i3Y often enphasized to uo, and the others , that they vcnild 
mch rt*ther bo satisfied with song thing which was slightly out of d:.te 
but trhlch worked, and was nor woriing^as opposed to soDsthir.g trhich 
contained nany advances or inprovenjonts , bit which was still In the 
theoretical or exparioental state. The reason for the acceptance of 
naterlal on nixing was that it obviously bore the staap 
of having been conpleted for the use of various industries and chenical 
plants in the United States. 

Again, I would like to staphasize or rather to bring up this 
point that all that BROTKLIA.’^ ever subcdLtted to ne was always natnrial 
Tdiieh he would have had to corale te for his, at that tine, legitinata 
enployer. It was then^ because of the fact that the inforastion was 
intended for use in the United '’.tates and had been accepted by nany 
authorities as being valuable, that SAi: was so interested in the nix- 
ing dat^ and there was always the fact that a direct request had coiae 


from the Soviet Union for this material. I turned this raV’riai^over 




to SAl.', in I recall, tl^ Ferris Tiheel Bar, I recall this incident very 
clearly. It was a rather cold evening Ln the late fall or possibly 
early winter, but I believe that it was late fall as it was not yet 
ItecsFiber, The latest that it was was Ibcembsr, and I recall having

of Investigation, This material consists of handwritten sections in 
ny handnidting relating to the theory of mixing. There are some 40 
or 50 pagep total; handwritten actions in BIOTHilAy’s hand.Tritlng re- 
lating to the theori' of mixing, these are some possibly 25 or 30 pages;

The next happening that occurred was that of the cagr.esiuiL powder, 
ihis concerns th*? production of an pxtreoely fine ciagnesiur poivdcr such 
as is used in glares and in tracer bullets. The idea had its genesis 
with GOL'-TNirs, who thought that magnesluin powder could be pro- 

duced by the follovring process; that is, spraying the molten EagnnsiUE 
into a chanber containing an inert gas such as nitrogen or lieliun. The

It is charged in the first count of the indict- 
ment that the defendants conspired w^ith one Harry Gold to 
agree upon fictitious explanations In their associations 
with each other and with others, and that the defendant 
Brothman would give “false, fictitious, fraudulent and aanu-f 
factured" information concerning these associations.
